Home Air Conditioning 
Attracts Builders, Buyers; 
Boom May Be Due 


SYRACUSE, N. Y.-William By- 
num, executive vice president of Car- 
rier Corp., declares that the market 
for residential air conditioning is 
“beginning to snowball.” The Carrier 
executive is quoted in the June issue 
of House & Home. 

In a survey of builders in 35 cities, 
House & Home made one of the most 
thorough coverages to date of the use 
of home air conditioning by mass 
production home builders 

“Air conditioning may be the 
greatest new sales attraction a 
builder can offer and the one feature 
that makes his house a 1953 model,” 
the magazine reports. 

As a representative of the leading 
manufacturer in the air conditioning 
field, Bynum agreed that the industry

Room Cooler on 
‘Sold Out’ Basis 


CHICAGO—-"I not only sold out 
my carry-over from last year, I even 
sold my carry-over from 1950.” 

That was a St. Louis distributor 
of room air conditioners telling at 
the Chicago homefurnishing markets, 
what happened during the hot spell 
that hit across the country east of 
the Rockies starting the weekend of 
June 14. 

(During one day of the hot spell in 
St. Louis, the use of air condition- 
ing equipment and air moving equip- 
ment pushed Union Electric Co. of 
Missouri's output to a new all-time 
record. Weather bureau records 
showed the heat wave to be the 
longest sustained period of over 90° 
days in the history of official records 
in St. Louis.) 

Other distributors and manufac- 
turers’ representatives for room air 
conditioners reported that the rush 
for merchandise had been terrific as 
the mercury soared near the 100° 
mark in midwestern and eastern 
cities. Retailers were busy trying to 
fill customer demand and grab off 
some more units from distributors 
all at the same time. Said Jim Brown 
of Utilities Air Conditioning, a lead- 


ing Chicago merchandiser of room 
cooler units: 
“I've already sold considerably 


more units so far this year than I 
did all of last year. I've lost my voice 
talking to people who want to buy 
Another week like this could well 
make it the best year I've ever had. 

“We're running a week behind on 
installations, because we can’t get 
enough installation help-—-a problem 
that the industry can’t seem to lick 
But despite the fact that we've had 
a couple of pretty cool days following 
the start of the hot spell, I haven't 
had any cancellations as yet." 

In Detroit, where the air condi- 
tioning business has suffered badly 
in the cool summers of 1950 and 1951, 
the picture was very bright. Stocks 
on some makes of window units are 
completely out, while others will 
probably be all gone shortly. 

A spokesman for the Frigidaire 
branch, for example, said, “We 
haven't a thing left in the ware- 
house. We're cleaned out of window 
units and even the floor-type package 
models in the 3, 5, and 7'4-hp. sizes. 
We had built up a good inventory 
over the past several months but 
everything moved out in two or three 
weeks.” 

How quickly things happened was 
related by J. M. Baragar, general 
manager for Johnston Refrigeration 
Sales Co., Fedders-Quigan distribu- 
tor in the area. 

“We were wondering on a recent 
Friday when the heat wave first hit 
us whether we'd move the 150 win- 
dow units in our warehouse before 
the summer was over. By Tuesday

Medical Research Says: 


Air Conditioning Combats Heart Attacks, 
Eases Ailments, and Increases Efficiency 


CHICAGO — Constant living in 
high temperatures can actually cause 
a heart attack in a person with a 
weak heart and can cause complete 
collapse in those actually suffering 
from chronic heart disease, according 
to a report to the Mitchell Air Con- 
ditioning Research Foundation by the 
Medical Research Institute of the 
Michael Reese hospital, Chicago. 

Air conditioning in hot weather 
can have an equal effect in combat- 
ting such attacks, the report indi- 
cated. 


The report was the first project in 
a program of studies conducted by 
Dr. Louis Katz and associates in 
accordance with a grant made to 
the hospital by the Mitchell Founda- 
tion. 

According to

Katz and author of the report, the 
purpose of the project was to gather 
“all significant data on the effect 
of hot weather on healthy people and 
those with heart disease.”

Effort To License 


Contractors 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—-Contraetor, 
journeyman mechanic, apprentice, 
and operator licensing is opposed by 
the manufacturers of commercial and 
industrial refrigerating and air con- 
ditioning equipment, as a result of 
discussion at the annual meeting of 
the Air Conditioning and Refriger- 
ating Machinery Association held at 
Hot Springs, Va., recently. 

Review of the efforts of national 
and regional organizations of refrig- 
eration contractors, servicemen, and 
others to have state and municipal 
legislation enacted requiring licens- 
ing of contractors, journeyman me- 
chanics and apprentices, and equip- 
ment operators, resulted in the formal 
adoption of the following ACRMA 
policy statement: 

“ACRMA believes that licensing of 
air conditioning and _ refrigeration 
contractors, journeyman mechanics 
and apprentices, and equipment op- 
erators is contrary to the best inter- 
ests of the public and of the air 
conditioning and refrigeration indus- 
try 

“Licensing requirements provide a 
ready and convenient channel for 
abuses such as the limiting of com- 
petition by excessive fees, through 
unreasonable requirements, and 
through administration by examining 
boards and enforcement agencies 
which may be less than impartial. 

“Excessive fees, unreasonable ex- 
amination requirements, and similar 
features tend to limit free and com- 
petitive enterprise and create barriers 
to interstate and inter-community 
commerce. 

“Licensing charges must be _ re- 
flected in higher over-all costs of air 
conditioning and refrigeration instal- 
lations to the buyer, without any com- 
mensurate return to the public in 
the form of quality of equipment, 
proper installation, and safe opera- 
tion of air conditioning and refrigera- 
tion installation.” 


Philco Adds 3 Ranges, 
3 Refrigerators 


NEW YORK CITY -— Addition of 
three new refrigerator and three new 
electric range models to the Philco 
line was announced to the Philco 
distributing organization at a meet- 
ing here recently. 

At the same time, Philco officials 
proclaimed that the company’s re- 
frigerator, freezer, electric range, 
and air conditioner sales had climbed 
to a record percentage gain during 
the first five months of the year. 

James H. Carmine, executive vice 
president, declared, “Philco distribu- 
tors throughout the country shipped 
more units to their dealers than they 
did during the corresponding 1951

House Ends FRB Power 
To Impose Credit Controls 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—-Action by 
the House of Representatives last 
week may have put an end to the 
Administration's powers to impose 
controls over consumer credit. 

The House voted down a proposal 
to continue the power of the Federal 
Reserve Board to impose credit con- 
trols when it deems them necessary. 
Observers here thought there was 
little chance that a vote reversing 
this action was likely. 

The House also voted tentatively to 
abolish all price and wage controls 
July 31, but it was thought that this 
action would be modified by later 
action of Congress.

Backdoor Selling

CHICAGO--At its mid-year meet- 
ing here last week, the National Ap- 
pliance & Radio-TV Dealers Associa- 
tion opened a “Basic-Line-A-Year” 
campaign and indicated that it plans 
to launch another drive against 
price discrimination within the in- 
dustry 

Also under fire at the meeting were 
excessive backdoor selling by dis- 
tributors and franchising of “notori- 
ous price cutters.” 

In the keynote address, Mort Farr, 
NARDA president, told the dealers: 
“If we don't eliminate discriminatory 
pricing, there is danger that it will 
eliminate many of us.” 

“If builders and contractors are 
securing the merchandise for which 
you've created demand through years 
of display, advertising, and selling. 
in quantities far below your pur- 
chases at prices below yours, know 
that your suppliers are flirting with 
the law and gather all the evidence 
of these practices that you can,” he 
advised. “We dealers have no choice 
but to fight for ‘equa! prices for equal 
quantities’.”” 

In a later talk, A. W. Bernsohn, 
NARDA managing director, said, 
“I'm afraid that some day we're 
going to have to defend" even the 
Robinson-Patman Act. He declared 
that this act, which prohibits price 
discrimination, “is one some manu- 
facturers find a pretty dangerous 
threat to their relations with builders 
and contractors buying in the smaller 
quantities.

Steel Strike Brings 
Shutdown of Some 
Industry Producers 


DETROIT—The refrigeration and 
major appliance industries last week 
began to feel the creeping paralysis 
of steel supplies brought about by 
the three-weeks-old steel strike. 

Hotpoint Inc., manufacturer of 
household and commercial appliances, 
on June 23 closed down all manufac- 
turing operations on civilian goods 
items and will keep them closed 
down until the steel strike is settled. 
Workers will be called back the day 
the steel strike is settled, company 
officials declared. 

Servel, Inc. announced that it was 
shutting down its gas refrigerator 
production for the duration of the 
strike, and said that lack of steel 
might curtail to some extent produc- 
tion of other products such as com- 
mercial refrigeration units and air 
conditioners. 

General Electric said its Bridge- 
port, Conn. plant was closing its 
home laundry, conduit products and 
wiring divisions a week ahead of a 
scheduled vacation closing. Planned 
two-week vacation shutdowns in a 
number of other G-E plants will avert 
some layoffs which might be caused 
by a shortage in steel, it was stated.

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Self-Serve Candy Case 
Boosts Snack Bar Sales 


HAMBURG, N.Y. Stapell’s Snack 
Bar on Main St. does consistent 
candy business here with the help of 
a self-service, refrigerated candy 
spotted about mid-way in the 
floor area 

Customers who take snacks at the 
store's service counter or at a series 
of tables in the rear of the store are 
exposed vo this candy merchandising 
unit. They pick up items as they pass 
and pay for them at the cashier's 
desk at the front 

Both bars and box candy are fea- 
tured in the display. Boxes are 
spotted at the top while a wide 
variety of bars are displayed in a 
waist-high section. While open to the 
customer's reach, this section is re- 
frigerated so bars may be kept out 
in the hottest weather 

Management pointed out that it 
would be impossible to have such a 
large display of bar candy if the 
area were not refrigerated 

The bottom portion of the cabinet 
consists of a large concealed storage 
area for all types of candy 

Management reports that the fix- 
ture has proven itself a potent mer- 
chandising tool as well as a protector 
against spoilage. It is considered far 
superior to the old method of merely 
showing limited displays of candies 
on unrefrigerated counters 


Can Unbaked Yeast Breads Be 
Frozen? Yes, Say the Experts, 
And with Excellent Results 


DETROIT Can 
breads be frozen” 

That's one of the questions asked 
by many cooks. The answer, accord- 
ing to experts, is yes, with good re- 
sults. And you can store breads in 
the freezer for as long a8 a year, 
they say 

Here's how to prepare rolls, breads, 
coffee cakes, etc. for freezing: After 
baking, cool such items thoroughly, 
wrap them in freezer paper, label, 
and put in freezer 

If coffee cakes are iced and decor- 
ated, place them in the freezer un- 
wrapped overnight or until the 
breads are frozen. Then remove and 
wrap in freezer foil, label, and return 
them to the freezer. The quick freeze 
“sets” the icing and decorative fruits 
and nuts so they won't become 
smeared from the wrapping

When asked if air conditioning 
helped sell his houses, Newbergh 
replied: “I know very definitely that 
it has. It does represent an advance 
something new. Any house without 
it will be obsolete in five years.”

spring has been

“If builders this far north are be- 
ginning to think about air condition- 
ing, the trend has significance for 
builders everywhere,” the magazine 
points out 

“Right now,” says House & Home. 
“homebuilding needs something real- 
ly dramatic to make the home-buy- 
ing public sit up and take notice 
that yesterday's house is just as 
obsolete as yesterday's car. That is 
where air conditioning comes in, for 
there is no one new feature which 
could make such an impression at 
so low a cost 

“It is much less expensive to air 
condition a new house than an old 
one. It is relatively much less ex- 
pensive to air condition a small house 
than a large one. It will become atill 
less expensive as the manufacturers 
rethink their units for the builders’ 
house market

Location and arrangement of the 
eases also have been important, he 
pointed out 

One of the new vending fixtures 
which has brought a phenomenal up- 
turn in sales volume is a 12-ft. Mc- 
Cray display case used for butter, 
eges, milk, cheese, and packaged 
cold cuts. It was placed in line with 
two 12-ft giass-enclosed McCray 
cases in the service meat department 
at the rear of the floor. A large neon 
sign was suspended above the case 
spelling out “Dairy Dept..-Grade A 
Milk.” 

The wall of the meat department 
was faced with ceramic tile. A Huss- 
mann walk-in cooler was installed 
between the meat sales area and the 
back cutting room. Doors facing the 
selling area enable the butchers to 
restock their display cases with a 
minimum of effort, while the cooler 
is stocked via the walk-in door open- 
ing on the cutting room. The front 
giass doors also have served as an 
effective display facility for meats 

A second walk-in cooler was in- 
stalled for vegetables at the oppo- 
site side of the back room and di- 
rectly back of the vegetable display 
counters to reduce the distance vege- 
tables must be carried 

A vegetable preparation area was 
outfitted directly in front of the vege- 
table cooler to prepare green vege- 
tables for display. It includes sinks 
and a work table. The store, inci- 
dentally, has a wide reputation for 
the quality and freshness of its vege- 
tables as well as for attractive dis- 
play 

Two 8-ft. Koch reach-ins were in- 
stalled along the east wall of the 
store for frozen foods, and Messineo 
pointed out that bakery products 
were found to be the ideal link be- 
tween frozen foods and the dairy

Bakery goods formerly were car- 
ried in a gondola section near the 
center of the floor, but in searching 
for an item to carry traffic around 
an L-shaped projection between 
frozen foods on the east wall and 
dairy and meat department on the 
south end, the management hit upon 
the idea of having a curved, multi- 
tier, self-service fixture built for 
bakery products to connect the two 
series of refrigerated vending fix- 
tures 

The long fixture was stocked with 
bread, cakes, pastries, potato chips, 
etc., and baked goods sales immedi- 
ately skyrocketed. Business has been 
up more than 200% in his depart- 
ment. Messineo explained that the 
fixture also has created a smoother 
traffic flow to the meat section. 

Other refrigerated cases which 
have boosted sales include a portable 
Amana freezer for frozen juices, and 


two Kelvinator cases for packaged 
ice cream 

The latter have been placed at the 
back of checkout counters 50 
shoppers can pick up their ice cream 
the last thing before checking out 
and thus avoid excessive softening 
before it reaches the home refrig- 
erator. Ice cream sales have soared 
as a result of this arrangement, ac- 
cording to the management

“Master Schedule’ Helps Service Firm Keep 


Accurate Tab on Air Conditioning Contracts * 


TEMPLE, Texas—-Development of 
a permanent “master schedule” sign, 
affixed to the door leading into his 
office, has enabled Fred Childress, 
head of Fred Childress Refrigeration 
here, to maintain clock-like regu- 
larity in servicing a huge number of 
air conditioning installations carried 
on a contract basis 

Actively installing air conditioning 
and heating equipment since 1928, 
Childress urges every customer to 
sign an extended-period service con- 
tract after the installation is com- 
pleted, which calls for periodic main- 
tenance, swift service in the event 
of emergencies, plus routine turn-on 
and pump-down service at the begin- 
ning or end of the corresponding 
seasons. 

Active in all air conditioning fields, 
the Frigidaire contractor has more 
than 106 such installations under 
contract, ranging all the way from 
central air conditioning systems in- 
stalled in the homes of wealthy cen- 
tral Texans, up to 80-ton hotel 
equipment 

With just three servicemen on the 
job, including himself, Childress has 
found it necessary to guard against 
ill-will stemming from failure to per- 
form a turn-on operation at a speci- 
fied date, or overlooking a _pre- 
ventive maintenance call by carefully 
scheduling it so that such calls will 
not be forgotten. 

A huge masonite “master sched- 
ule” 5 ft. high by 2 ft. wide, carefully 
divided into a series of columns, 
handles this important role for the 
Texas firm. The sign is divided into 
two halves vertically, and at the left 
side of each side is a wide column 
in which the name of each air condi-

tioning system owner and the address 
is neatiy lettered. There are more 
than 50 names in each column, alpha- 
betically listed. 


The first column to the right of 
each name is devoted to “turn-on” 
dates, while the third column simi- 
larly lists “turn-off” dates. Succeed- 
ing columns indicate the date on 
which regular inspection calls are to 
be made, yearly checks, and finally, 
any special consideration involved, 
such as obtaining keys to the equip- 
ment room from a particular person, 
“night work only,” or “give three 


days’ notice,” etc. 
This latter column, incidentally, 
has proven particularly important, 


according to the Texas contractor, 
inasmuch as it builds goodwill sub- 
stantially to cater to the individual 
whims of an air conditioning sys- 
tem owner. 


“Frequently, a store-owner, for 
example, may utilize space around 
the air conditioner to store crates of 
merchandise,” Childress indicated, 
“and he wants plenty of time to re- 
move the merchandise before any 
work which might raise dust or 
otherwise soil it, is performed. When 
such a situation exists, we are care- 
ful to call the customer in plenty 
of time, and make a definite appoint- 
ment to come in.” 


There are more than 106 names 
incorporated in the “master sched- 
ule,” and Childress makes it a 
routine policy to examine it care- 
fully every morning before going 
into other operations. Because the 
dates are clearly marked, and 
checked with a calendar hanging 
alongside, there is little likelihood 
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“Service doesn't falter when it comes from Harry Alter 
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that the air conditioning system of 
a church, for example, will be over- 
looked when 


turn-on time comes 

around 
Similarly, the date when a resi- 
dential cooling plant must be in- 


spected and turned on is noticed in 
plenty of time to make a telephone 
check with the homeowner and in- 
sure that the serviceman can get to 
the equipment 

Checkmarks opposite the date 
signify that the job has been carried 
out, and similarly, entries are made 
in the last column on the right-hand 
side, showing “Remarks” concerning 
the job. Heavy chinagraph marking 
pencils are used, in a variety of 
colors, to make such entries, insur- 
ing that they will remain as long as 
needed, with no danger of rubbing off 


through careless brushing against 
the sign 
The Texas contractor, whose air 


conditioning installations are promi- 
nent features of leading hotels, hos- 
pitals, clinics, and industrial build- 
ings in the area, capitalizes upon 
the impressive “master schedule” in 
many ways. He points it out to all air 
conditioning prospects who are visit- 
ing his modern showroom near down- 
town Temple, and explains how the 
listings insure against “overlooking 
any service whatsoever.”

Humorous Advice to Politicians 


TO A CONGRESSIONAL colleague, former Senator Ashurst of 
\rizona wrote: 


“You found interest in the law and therefore became a good 
lawyer, whilst I found interest in literature. I have income adequate 
to a modest support and am in fair health. I am existing in undistin- 


guished humility, and am too humble to be of interest even to a zoologist. 


“The Government's neglect of the politician is so cruel that I 
publicly declare some provision should be made for the care, nurture, 
feeding, and training of our politicians,” Mr. Ashurst wrote. “I now set 
forth the following regimen or economic program to be observed until 
some law may be passed for the relief of our politicians. 


“As to diet: The politician just before an election, should be allowed, 
at public expense, all the pork he wishes and he should use plenty of 
applesauce as that is the only commodity of which the supply never 
can be equal to the demand. 


“As to sleep: If the politician should be tormented with insomnia, 
he should read one of his own speeches or listen to the speech of one 
of his fellow politicians. A drowsiness soon will come upon him that 
could not be produced by all the soothing syrups in the world. After 
he falls into a slumber there should be no anxiety as to the place 
where he is to sleep, as they all like the same ‘bunk. 


“As to exercise: “Fence building’ is recommended, but if the lateral 
muscles of the body require development, the politician should take up 
the practice of dodging. The muscles of the neck may be much 
strengthened if the politician will become a confirmed head-nodder and 
nod his head in approval of all statements, plans, laws, appropriations, 
suggestions, resolutions, and reforms brought to his notice. 


“One of the defects of the American politician is that he is not a 
graceful auditor. No asset is more valuable to the politician than the 
art of audition. He should train his ears by constant usage until they 
are capable of listening many hours at a stretch. 


“It will be remembered that the Earl of Beaconsfield, twice prime 
minister of Great Britain, in preparing young gentlemen for the diplo- 
matic service, instructed them that to control their temper was important, 
but that to control their features was more important. 


“Therefore the politician should so control the muscles of his face 
that he will apparently be listening with rapt attention at all times. No 
matter how silly, foggy, or befuddling may be the conversation addressed 
to him, the politician should guard against exhibiting inattention or 
exhaustion. 


“It is impossible to teach the politician to save anything for a 
rainy day, although during prohibition politicians were able to save 
something for a dry day. 


“If the politician, during a political campaign, should resort to such 
an outlandish performance as indulgence in flattery, he should spread 
it on, not in thin layers, but rather with a trowel, or better still, 
with a shovel. 


“There long has existed a myth that politicians should radiate 
creature comfort, suavity, affability and sugared cajoleries. This myth 
should be exploded. The politician who expects to survive the storm 
should simulate a flurried, harried demeanor, and a nervous — yes, I 
shall say irritable — nature, as such persons are generally regarded as 
sincere.”

And to complete the air condition- 
ing of this building, the contractor 
is adopting summer cooling to the 
present ventilation system which 
serves engineering and manufactur- 
ing department offices.

Water Use Is Problem 
For Cities, Not State, 
Arkansas Court Rules 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark.--In an order 
issued June 13, the Arkansas Public 
Service Commission refused to issue 
a state-wide regulation to limit the 
use of water in large conditioning 
and refrigeration units. 

General Waterworks Corp. had pe- 
titioned the commission for such a 
regulation asking that owners of 


such units be required to install 
water saving devices. 
General Waterworks contended 


that the units were causing an ex- 
cessive demand on the water supplies 
in a number of cities it serves and 
that there was a special need for 
conservation in Pine Bluff and El 
Dorado 

The Public Service Commission 
held that water conservation was an 
individual problem for the various 
cities, and therefore, there was no 
need for a general regulation. 

The GWC later proposed that it be 
allowed to charge owners of the large 
units $5 for each ton over three tons 
used during the summer months. 

The PSC rejected this request but 
told the GWC to file another proposal 
for additional charges in each of the 
cities it serves.

Provide Defrost Control 


White-Rodgers has been actively 
engaged in the production of defrost 
controls for various manufacturers 
throughout the country for many 
years. In most instances the manu- 
facturer who uses a defrost control 
has his own design regarding the 
application of the control to his par- 
ticular system, or fixture. 

Without revealing the individual 
manufacturer's own application data, 
it is almost impossible to discuss the 
various wiring hook-ups and other 
features that the manufacturers have 
built into their respective assemblies. 

In this discussion we are going to 
try to bring out some of the most 
important features of defrost systems 
and some of the advantages and 
problems of automatic defrost. 

A standard defrost unit which is 
available through wholesalers, is 
shown in Fig. 26. A variation of this 
unit may appear either in this case 
or specially designed cases that are 
sold directly to manufacturers who 
have their own specific applications 
to their equipment 

Let us first consider what we want 
to do when we defrost a unit. Also, 
let us consider what the frost is that

there is a dead air space. The dead | 


air space acts as an insulator. Thus 
the transfer of heat from the re- 
frigerated area to the coil is retarded 
and the result is poor refrigeration. 
Also, the circulation of air around 
the coil is hampered. It is the circula- 
tion of air around and over the coils 
that carries the cooler air to the space 
we wish to refrigerate. 

The quantity and speed of frost 
accumulation on any evaporator is 
controlled by the following factors 
humidity, coil temperature, and the 
length of the “on” cycle. 

A thermostatic control can be used 
for defrosting a system. This requires 
a wide differential temperature con- 
trol. Of course, the settings on the 
control must be such that the tem- 
perature of the box will rise above 
the freezing point. This is usually 
unsatisfactory as the temperature 
rise will affect the product stored in 
the refrigerated area.

3-Way Valve Saves Time 
In Changing Safety Devices 


Where municipal codes or normal 
safety requirement dictate the use 
of a relief valve or rupture dise on 
a large system, contractors may find 
that the problem of replacing this 
valve or disc can run into a lot of 
time 

When such a relief valve or disc 
is to be replaced, the system has to 
be pumped down completely because 
no hand shut-off valve is permitted 
in the relief line. Obviously such a 
shut-off valve might be left in the 
closed position and thus make the 
relief valve useless unless as a 
safety device 

By using two relief devices and a 
three-way valve, however, safety re- 
quirements can still be met but the 
relief devices can be readily changed 
without pumping down the system 

One side of the three-way valve 
connects to the relief line while the 
other two outlets connect to relief 
vaives. Or you could use one relief 
valve and one rupture disc. Each of 
these two safety devices, though, 
must be of the full size in

Efficiency of Compressor 


Sometimes it may seem as if a 
compressor just won't pull the load 
it did when it was installed. Very 


often this is due to a plugged screen 
at the compressor, between the body 
and the valve 

This may be checked this way 
With a compound gauge installed in 
the suction line valve, shut the valve 
off. Pull a vacuum on the crankcase 
and then shut the machine off. If 
the gauge continues to go down, you 
know the screen is plugged 

If at all doubtful, remove the valve 
and look, for if the screen is com- 
pletely plugged it will not show on 
the gauge as the gauge will not go 
down

“They don’t want the bill on the 
law books. We don't want the prac- 
tices in our industry that this act 
makes illegal. So we're going to have 
to remain alert and prepared to let 
our lawmakers know how the dealer- 
voters stand 


Predict Test Cases . 
On Price Discrimination 
“Eventually we will have to find 

test cases against price discrimina- 

tion within the industry and to use 
this law to wipe out one of its un- 
healthiest practices.” 

Bernsohn asked members to “start 
sending material of this sort to na- 
tional headquarters so we can give it 
the publicity it deserves and start 
gaining the integrity and stabiliza- 
tion for the industry this law was 
designed to bring about. 

“We're losing a lot of business to 
a lot of competition, some of which 
is pretty unsavory in its method of 
operation. The franchising of notori- 
ous price cutters and direct sale by 
distributors to consumers and the 
selling to builders for less than our 
cost are things we must employ every 
means in our power to stop...” 

Farr handed out this advice on 
backdoor selling 

“In the areas where backdoor sell- 
ing to consumers by distributors has 
gotten out of hand and the dealer 
finds that he is losing an excessive 
proportion of his business to his 
competitive suppliers, those lines 
should be dropped, supplanted with 
ones in which only retailer competi- 
tion prevails, and a complete explana- 


NARDA Asks nny Year-- 
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Approximately 50,000 home freezers 
were sold in 1951 in the Los Angeles 
area; in the first two months of 
1952, 27,000 were sold. “The answer 
is satisfied food plan freezer users.” 

In the same area, there are 137,000 
freezers now in use. Food suppliers 
will do $109,000,000 worth of food 
business this year with those users 

In San Francisco, where there are 
plenty of discount houses, the freezer 
is the only appliance on which a full 
profit can be made. Some “hot-shot” 
operators are selling at list plus $40 
or $50 for delivery, protection, etc 

When General Appliance started 
its plan, it tied in with a small 
butcher operating a two-man shop 
Today, this butcher has quadrupled 
his freezer capacity, doubled his em- 

_, Ployment, and is turning dealer busi- 


ness away because he can't handle 
any more. He now has over 2,000 
freezer customers and will do $800.- 
000 in meat and frozen foods 

Baylinson’s appliance store in 
Napa has purchased more than 60 
units in two months, “which is a 
lot of freezers for a town with a 
population a little over 13,000." Bill 
Milgate of San Leandro has a volume 
in one brand of freezers alone which 
is more than 900% above 1951 when 
he had no food plan 

Burnell Sears, who started a plan 
in Auburn and then expanded it to 
take in Sacramento, is now concen- 
trating 100% on the plan. At present, 
he has on back-order four carioads 
of one brand freezer alone

@ne-Line-a-Year Policy 


Regarding the association's cam- 
paign for one basic line of major ap- 
pliances and television receivers a 
year, Farr said: 

“With more careful planning by 
producers and with timing that fits 
the individual company’s schedule, I 
believe that the manufacturers, and 
certainly the distributors and dealers, 
could show a healthier ‘P and L’ 
statement at the close of their fiscal 
year if the one-line-a-year policy 
were adopted. 

“Should prieing adjustments prove 
necessary they could be made in a 
fair way on the models in the basic 
line or additional models could be 
added. Similarly, new models could 
freshen the line at mid-year if that 
proved desirable.” 

Bernsohn said the drive will start 
with dealer-distributor conferences, 
followed by requests to manufac- 
turers. 

Commenting on this proposal in a 
later talk, Paul V. Galvin, president 
of Motorola, Inc., said he thought 
the idea was “a good one” and some 
day “will come to pass.” 

But, Galvin remarked, “It is my 
personal opinion that it won’t come 
next year. It is going to have to be 
done gradually. This is another thing 
that industry can't meet together and 
agree upon. It has to be an evolu- 
tionary affair.” 

Both Farr and Galvin pointed out 
that sales have picked up in recent 
weeks and that the industry is mov- 
ing into a normal competitive period 
wherein, as the latter put it, “we 
have to deal with abundance, not 
scarcity.” And, Farr said: “Let’s not 
fear a return to normalcy. Let’s ad- 


just to it.” 


Freeser-Food Plan Figures 
For Calif. Given 


That interest in freezer-food plans 
is still high among dealers was 
shown by their response to a talk 
on this subject by Carl O. Hagstrom, 
General Appliance Co., San Fran- 
cisco. The speech was loudly ap- 
plauded and, upon its conclusion, @ 
great many of the retailers crowded 
around Hagstrom to ask questions. 

Hagstrom started a plan operation 
over four years ago and is said to 
have one of the largest sale volumes 
in the entire country. Summed up, 
his message was this: 


“It is the food plan that enables | 


you to sell freezers in volume. It is 
the only appliance in our area that 
is outselling last year’s sales. If you 
don’t get into the food plan, competi- 
tion—and not just other dealers 
will get in and take this freezer busi- 
ness away from you.” 

In addition to presenting the main 
points of the plan, Hagstrom gave 
these results of plan activity in Cali- 
fornia:

and their solution

Two-Temperature 
Refrigerators (2) 


In a previous instalment we con- 
sidered how two temperatures could 
be produced in one cabinet. We 
started by building two separate com- 
partments in one cabinet, one com- 
partment which we may call the 
freezer, held at about 0° for frozen 
foods and ice cubes, and the other 
which we will call the refrigerator 
compartment, held at about 40° for 
fresh and cooked foods, dairy prod- 
ucts, and beverages. Each compart- 
ment had its own evaporator, and its 
own machine. 

Then we eliminated one of the ma- 
chines and operated the two evapora- 
tors on one machine. In doing so, we 
gained in first cost, but we lost in 
cost of operation, and in accurate 
control of temperature with variation 
in load on each compartment. 

From a sales viewpoint, the two- 
machine method is probably too high 
in first cost to be competitive. From 
a modern manufacturing viewpoint, 
the method off using two evaporators 
in multiple on one machine is not 
acceptable, for it requires thermo- 
static expansion valves or low-side 
float valves, either of which are un- 
desirable for the modern sealed sys- 
tem, which is tied so closely to the 
use of the capillary tube. 

The problem then became how to 
use one machine, one main evapora- 
tor, and capillary tube, and thus 
maintain the sealed system; but at 
the same time obtain the two tem- 
peratures and automatic defrosting. 


BRINE CIRCULATING CIRCUIT 


One possible method of obtaining 
the two temperatures in the two 
compartments, is by means of a 
brine circulation system to refrigerate 
the refrigerator compartment. As 
shown in Fig. 3, the main evaporator 
refrigerates the freezer compart- 
ment; in fact, it comprises the freezer 
compartment, just as in the home 
freezer. It may be formed of plates 
or it may have the evaporator coils 
wrapped around the freezer compart- 
ment. 

The freezer compartment is placed 
in the upper part of the refrigerator 
Below it is the larger refrigerator 
compartment. 

Attached to the main evaporator 
is a coil which is part of the brine 
circuit, the lower part of which is 
in the refrigerator compartment. 
This lower part may be in the form 
of an exposed finned gravity coil, or 
it may be attached to the outside of 
the liner of the refrigerator compart- 
ment. 

The brine circuit can be filled with 
some non-freezing solution such as 
an alcohol, ethylene glycol, (perma- 
nent anti-freeze) solution or a brine. 
In this way, a “thermo-syphon” cir- 
culation is set up through the brine 
circuit. 

The rate of circulation of the brine 
solution is slow, its rate depending 
on how much and how good a con- 
tact the brine coil has with the main 
evaporator, how cold the main evapo- 
rator is, how much surface of the 
brine circuit is exposed to the refrig- 
erator compartment, the restriction

in the brine circuit, and the character- 
istics of the non-freezing solution, 
such as its viscosity, density, spe- 
cific heat, etc. 

All of the refrigeration to the 
refrigerator compartment by the 
brine circuit is from the sensible heat 
of the solution, for the solution is 
cooled by the main evaporator, and 
warmed by the portion of the brine 
circuit exposed to the warmer refrig- 
erator compartment. 


SECONDARY REFRIGERANT 


SYSTEM 
A better way, one that gives 
quicker response and a_ greater 


amount of refrigeration to the re- 
frigerator compartment is to use a 
secondary refrigerant system, with 
the secondary system charged with 
a refrigerant instead of a non-freez- 
ing solution. The secondary system 
is filled only about one-half full of 
the liquid refrigerant, the remainder 
of the secondary being filled with 
refrigerant vapor. Since the second- 
ary system is only in contact with 
the primary evaporator in the freezer 
and has no refrigerant connection with 
the primary system, the secondary 
refrigerant need not be the same as 
the primary refrigerant. Any suitable 
refrigerant can be used. 

The secondary refrigerant in con- 
tact with the main or primary evapo- 
rator, is chilled, and its density be- 
comes greater. As was true with the 
non-freezing solution, it therefore 
drops to the lower part of the circuit 
in the refrigerator compartment 

There it absorbs heat; so it boils 
and changes to a vapor, which being 
much lighter, rises to the upper part 
of the secondary system that is in 
contact with the primary evaporator, 
Thus, the lower part of the secondary 
system becomes the secondary evapo- 
rator, and the upper part, in thermal 
contact with the main evaporator, 
becomes the condenser of the second- 


ary system. 


SECONDARY OPERATES DURING 
OFF PERIOD 


While the machine is running, the 
main or primary evaporator becomes 
colder, so the circulation of the sec- 
ondary system is faster, and the re- 
frigerator compartment gets more 
refrigeration. However, when the ma- 
chine stops, the secondary refriger- 
ant still continues to circulate, so 
the refrigerator compartment is re- 
frigerated all during the “off” period 
of the machine although more slow- | 
ly; at least until the main evapora- 


tor becomes warm enough that it | 


can no longer cause the secondary 
refrigerant to circulate. 

How about the control of the two 
temperatures, using either the brine | 
circuit or the secondary system” 


CONTROLLING FROM | 
THE FREEZER 


One way would be to attach the 
bulb of the thermostat to the main 
evaporator. This would keep the 
main evaporator at approximately a 
constant temperature, but the tem- 
perature of the refrigerator compart- | 
ment would merely follow the main 
evaporator. Variation in heat load on 
the refrigerator compartment would 
eventually affect the temperature of 
the main evaporator, but the re- 
sponse would be slow. 

If warm food were put in the re- 
frigerator compartment, that com- 
partment might get rather warm be- 
fore the machine started and the 
secondary system was able to cool 
the refrigerator compartment again. 

If unfrozen food were put in the 
freezer compartment, or several ice 
trays were filled with water the ma- 
chine might run enough to over-re- 
frigerate the refrigerator compart- 
ment. 

A temperature actuated valve could 
be used in the secondary circuit to 
regulate the amount of refrigeration 
to the refrigerator compartment.

however; moreover, it would intro- 
duce an automatic valve, which 
might be objectionable in a hermetic 
system. 


CONTROLLING FROM 
THE REFRIGERATOR 


Machine operation can be con- 
trolled from the refrigerator com- 
partment, by means of a thermostat 
with its bulb attached to the second- 
ary system. This allows quicker re- 
sponse to variation of load on the 
refrigerator compartment, which is 
where the variation in load is usually 
the greatest and most frequent 

However, if the load on the re- 
frigerator compartment 
quite light, such as due to a cool 
room, or light usage of the refrig- 
erator, the machine may not run 
enough to keep the freezer cold 
enough. This may allow the frozen 
foods to partially thaw and the ice 
cubes to begin to melt 


If the load on the refrigerator 


becomes 


compartment is unusually heavy, due | 


to hot weather, putting in a quantity 
of warm foods, or frequent usage, the 
machine may be forced to run so

much to keep the refrigerator com- 
partment cold, that the freezer is 
over-refrigerated. This may not be 
too serious, however, for a tempera- 
ture below ©” in the freezer is not 
apt to hurt the frozen foods, espe- 
cially if they are not stored in the

The control of the two tempera- 
tures is dweit on at some length to 
show how difficult it ia to accurately 
control two temperatures on one ma- 
chine, under conditions of variation 
of load on either of the compartments

The report combined and evaluated 
experiments conducted over a period 
of more than 30 years, Dr. Graham 
indicated. The experiments were con- 
ducted in almost every situation 
where men have been forced to work 
and live in hot climates 

Among these were studies con- 
ducted during desert battles in World 
War II, and during construction 
projects in the American desert and 
in the tropics 

“Many of the most valuable 
studies, however, were conducted 
under strict clinical conditions with 
volunteer subjects,” stated Bernard 
A. Mitchell, founder of the grant 
and one of the country’s leading 
room air conditioner manufacturers. 

First effect of heat on the human 
be dy, Dr. Graham wrote, is an 
enormously increased heart rate. He 
cited several studies in which the 
heart rate is normal, healthy subjects 
was increased by as much as 43% 

Another effect is a serious drop in 
blood pressure caused by dilation or 
expansion of the surface blood ves- 
sels in an attempt by the body to 
earry off the excess heat. Loss of 
blood supply to the internal organs 
is one result of this effect 

This means that the main effect 
of heat is an immediate decrease in 
physical efficiency, it was explained. 
Merely moving about in a tempera- 
ture of 95° produces as much strain 
on the heart as heavy labor under 
ordinary or comfortable conditions, 
the report indicated 

“In view of the effects of heat on 
the normal person, it is not surpris-

ing that patients with heart disease 
are especially susceptible to the ill 
effects of a hot climate,” Dr. Graham 
wrote 

Combined evidence of Dr. Graham's 
statement was contained in a recent 
study in which 25 persons, 12 of 
whom suffered from a heart ailment, 
were tested under laboratory condi- 
tions. 

The subjects were placed in a 
room in which the temperature was 
raised to 104° F., the report said 
Those suffering from heart disease 
showed immediate signs of collapse 
and had to be removed to an air 
conditioned atmosphere within 40 
minutes of the start of the test 

The normal subjects were left in 
the torrid atmosphere for 114 min- 
utes, Dr. Graham wrote, and were 
removed when they showed signs 
of weakness, eye failure, faintness, 
and headaches. 

It took nearly twice as long as the 
test lasted for the subjects to return 
to normal after they were taken 
from the heated room 

Air conditioning was recommended 
in the report as the best method of 
combatting the effects of heat, espe- 
cially for heart patients and elderly 
people. Heart patients “especially 
should avoid extremes of tempera- 
ture, by artificial means if the condi- 
tions warrant,” the report empha- 
sized. 

“Marked fluctuations in conditions, 
particularly repeated or prolonged 
increases in temperature or humidity, 
are as harmful as excessive physical 
activity and should be carefully 
guarded against,” Dr. Graham con- 
cluded.

Apex Electrical Mfg. Co. pre- 
dicted that it would soon be forced 
to stop production on its new auto- 
matic washer and its canister-type 
vacuum cleaner and dishwasher, be- 
cause of an insufficiency of steel 

Kelvinator appliance plants in De- 
troit and at Grand Rapids will 
close on July 3 for employe vacations 
and will resume production on July 
21, R. A. DeVlieg, vice president in 
charge of manufacturing, Nash-Kel- 
vinator Corp. announced 

In reference to the steel strike, De- 
Vlieg said, “Kelvinator production 
had already been cut back early in 
June, thus creating some accumula- 
tion of materials.” Inventory will be 
taken in all plants during the shut- 
down 

Most manufacturers of refrigera- 
tion units and air conditioning equip- 
ment reported that they had not yet 
been forced to curtail operations be- 
cause of any lack of steel, although 
one large producer of units had been 
forced to a short work-week because 
of a shortage of electric motors, said 
to have been traceable to a lack of 
steel at the motor plant 

One manufacturer of commercial 
refrigerators declared that he ex- 
pected the shortages to hit later 
between August and October-—when 
the steel supply pipelines will have 
dried up. It was stated that it might 
be possible that manufacturers who 
ran out of steel might have to wait 
a month or two months to get new
